^^'c came across the following report in a 
sister college's daily journal, which we would 
draw to the attention of all. 

"A man with aggressiveness, confidence 
In his own ability, and who is p^^icalMifkn^v- 
ledge and practice, is the type of man who usu- 
ally meets vv-ith success in life after he gradu- 
ates from college," said Mr. A. H. Gurney at 
Brown College lately.

- "Knowledge and practicability," believes 
Mr. Gurnéy, "is not all that is necessary for a 
man to achieve success." He must have energy 
and a certain amount of aggressiveness. A col- 
lege graduate should have confidence in him- 
self, but it is another matter whether he makes 
the people witli whom he is working realize 
that \vi has this confidence. It 'is making people 
feel your presence that Mr. Gunn-'y believtis lo 
be aggressiveness. "By aggressiveness 1 do not 
mean obtrusiveness," said Mr, Gurney. Jîc be- 
lieves that a man .should be retiring, iuia,ssum- 
ing, but. show his a.«,sociates that he knows 
"what he is alxtut." 

All of which agrees with what Dean Mac- 
Kay of the Faculty of Arts said two years ago 
when he told the students of the faculty of Arts 
that the position Ihey would occupy later in 
life was determined greatly by the positioti 
they occupied while at college. Mi-. Gurney, at 
Brown, laid emphasis on certain qualities 
which all succe.ssful luidograduate office-hold- 
ers must possess and which remain with the 
student after gj-aduation when lie enters, on 
life as a citizen. .- .u i. ' '

Previous to the year of 1908 student 
affairs wore in the hands <it the un- 
dergraduates societies and might have 
been described as haphazard. The 
conduct of tlie ïiudents was under the 
control of the I'rincipttl and it has 
boen .<aid that his rulings were not 
very popular with tliem. Athletics 
were rontrolb^d by tho .Vtlilotio Asso- 
ciation with whom .sat repro.-'cntativcs 
from the Faculty. Prom this state of 
affairs emer.sed the society known as 
Uio Students' Society of McGill Uni- 
versily. 

Of this society the executive 

body was the Students' Council in 
which was Included representa- 
tives from the facultiei.of Medi- 
cine, Arts, Science and Law, to- 
gether with the President of the 
Rugby Club. President of tlic 
Hockey Club. President of the 
Track Club, President of the 
Union, and President of the Stu- 
dents' Society. In these early 
Councils the athletica of the stu- 
dents were controlled but this 
duty was turned over to the Ath- 
letic Board which holds to the . 
present date. ' , 
From lime ' to - time extra nieinbcr.< 
were elected to the Council until !t 
now includes the Editor-in-Chief of 
the Daily, together with repreieçta- 
tives from Den'Ustrj', Coniin«rce and 
last year Theologj- was 'granted a 
seat. It is interesting to note that in 
former Jays the Secretary-Treasurer, 
a salaried official, was a member of 
the undergraduate body. 

As the constitution of the .Students' 
i^ucioty now stands It is, 

"An Bisoclation of undergradu- 
ates formed to exercise general 
control of all undergraduate ae- 
tivities and the relation of the un- 
dergraduates' with th« University 
subject to the University statutes 
and the jurisdiction of the corpo- 
ration and the several faculties." 
This control :e cxercibed over slr- 
icen activities tl-.c chief of which are 
the U oint.neh X aC Bsv.. -y-^a 
the Union, the Dally, the Annual, the 
lied and. White Revue, Th<3 Choral 
Society, and tl;c- Band. Tiio control ot 
tho students' teliavior is vested In 
the Students' Council which acts as 
a Court before which any student may 
be called to account for a misdemea- 
nor. ' , 
Merii'urisiiip u open to all men un- 
d'.rfiaduates of Uie University and of 
the Affiliated Theological Colleges 
who pay the universal fee. Graduate 
students may be members, on paying 
tlie fee, if tiiey are undciifraduuteE of 
".f.y of the faculties. 

"T,he Council «hall receive from 
the University all sums payable 
. form the and fees shall divide the 
sums af follows: — 

Council $1.60, Union $3.00, Oaily 
$1,50, so that in reality the Socie- 
ty has but $1.50 from each student 
with which to run its affairs, to- 
aotbcr with the fees for the Union 
and the Dally which come under 
.its immediate control.'

Is held In October wlien the financial 

i^tateiuent is brought before tho slu-
